Bankers Trust of New York 
has reportedly agreed to with- 
draw its request for the liquida- 
tion of the Koor conglomerate, 
senior banking sources said in 
Jerusalem late last night. 

Barring Bankers’ agreement, 
the Histadrut stands to lose ef- 
fective control of Koor to the 
government and to major Israeli 
banks. 

The government yesterday 
said it would commit itself to 
ensure Koor’s continued opera- 
tions by providing it with the 
necessary financial guarantees. 

Emergency meetings over Koor’s 
future continued throughout the 
day, following the application sub- 
mitted on Sunday by its Jargest for- 
eign creditor, Bankers Trust, to 
have the company liquidated. 

Fearful that this move would lead 
to a “snowball effect,” with other 
foreign banks demanding immedi- 
ate repayment of their debts, the 
‘heads of the concern, as well as rep- 
resentatives of the Bank of Israel, 
the Treasury, and the country’s 
leading banks yesterday formulated 
alternative proposals to be presept- 
ed to Bankers. 

According to Treasury sources, 
the first indications of the snowball 
effect were discernible, with New 
York investment bank Drexel, 
Bumham, Lambert and an un- 
named European bank having al- 
ready given notice of their intention 
to follow Bankers’ lead. Koor owes 
its foreign creditors a totak of $400 
million, including a $100 million 
bond issue made last year. .

ment and the banks. In July, when 
the company reported losses of a 
quarter of a billion dollars for 1987, 
the feeling was that the solution to 
the problems rested with Koor it- 
self; but now it seems that there are 
no explanations and there is nothing 
that management can do.

Sources at both Koor and Bank- 
ers Trust yesterday acknowledged 
that problems between the two sides 
had existed since Gaon's appoint- 
ment. A Bankers Trust spokesman 
noted that much of the trouble was 
rooted in “bad chemistry between 
Benny Gaon and the bank. The first 
time Benny Gaon came to the U.S 
to meet with the bank, he didn't 
make the best impression, and since 
then, the bank has taken everything 
he says with a grain of salt.” 

In a press statement on Sunday, 
Bankers indicated that it would set- 
tle for nothing less than the immedi- 
ate resignation of Gaon, but by yes- 
terday it had backtracked on this. A 
statement issued yesterday empha- 
sized that despite impressions to the 
contrary, “it had no intention of 
launching a personal fight against 
Benny Gaon.” 

Hevrat Ha‘ovdim, meanwhile, 
yesterday expressed its full support 
and confidence in Koor's manage- 
ment. In a statement to the press, 
the Histadrut holding company said 
it supported all the recovery mea- 
sures undertaken by Koor, which 
should certainly be reflected in the 
concern's half-year results. It also 
expressed the hope that differences 
between Koor and the American 
bank could be resolved shortly.

The 
council is a key part of a pact signed 
by the Indian and Sri Lanka 
ments, aimed at ending the island's 
five years of ethnic violence. 

Police said Indian troops shot 
dead 11 Tigers and wounded seven 
others yesterday when they am- 
bushed their truck at Pandaikulam, 
about 16 km. from the northern 
town of Vavuntiya. 


Two bombs exploded in the sub- 
urbs of Colombo, injuring four peo- 
ple, including two soldiers. In the 
south five people were killed when 
the army opened fire on anti-gov- 
ernment demonstrators who at- 
tacked a police station. 

Businesses closed in other parts of 
the island in protest against the gov- 
emmment’s peace overtures to the in- 
surgeats. The government imposed 
2.48-hour curfew, and closed schools 
in many districts. 

It was the worst outbreak of vio- 
lence on the island since Indian 
peacekeeping troops launched oper- 
ations against the rebels a year ago, 
after at least 200 Sinhalese were 
killed in weeklong violence. 


At least 47,000 Indian soldiers are 
stationed in the island’s Tamil-dom- 
inated northeastern province to put 
down the rebellion. India became 
involved in the ethnic conflict of its 
southern neighbour because of the 
sympathies of its own 60 million 
Tamils to the rebel cause. 

The violence occurred as nomina- 
tions for local elections in the prov- 
ince were scheduled to end. The 
largest rebel group, the Liberation 
Tigers, called for a boycott, but 
three other insurgent groups have 
filed nominations for all 71 seats on 
the provincial council. 

The polls are a key part of a peace 
accord signed last year to end the 
five-year-old separatist war that has 


claimed at least 8,500 lives. 

Under the accord. the rebels 
agreed to surrender their weapons 
in exchange for limited autonomy. 
But the Liberation Tigers reneged 
on the plan last October, claiming it 
‘was not satisfied with the provisions 
for self-rule. 

India, which sponsored the ac- 
cord, sent in troops to disarm the 
Tigers. 

The Sinhalese group, the People's 
Liberation Front, has vowed to kill 
all supporters of the accord, claim- 
ing it grants too many concessions to 
the Tamils. The front has been 
blamed for at least 500 killings since 
July 29, 1987, when the accord was 
signed. (Reuter, AP)

Dumas indicated that a forma] Mitterrand-Gorbachev summit could 
be preceded by a meeting between the two leaders this year. 

Shevardnadze’s talks in Paris are expected to include discussion of 
the Middle East and other regional conflicts.

A statement by the republic gov- 
ernment said “urgent measures are 
being applied because of a sudden 
deterioration of the political and se- 
curity situation and the possibility 
that it will spread,” the state news 
agency Tanjug reported. 

“The urgent measures are being

There was no further elaboration 
on either the urgent measures or 
threatened emergency actions. 

The announcement followed a 
Sunday night speech in which Diz- 
darevic appealed for calm, promised 


changes in the Commumist leader- 
ship and urged the government to 
undertake effective economic mea- 
sures. Dizdarevic heads the nine- 
member collective state presidency 
that acts as supreme commander of 
the armed forces. He warned that if 
order were not restored, govern- 
ment controls could be stepped up.

SEWERS are one aspect of civilization that 
Israelis normally prefer not to think too much 


about but rather leave to the tender care of - 


presumably responsible public officials. 

It is only when they are faced with the 
outbreak of, say. a polio epidemic linked to 
their neglected open sewers that the people sit 
up and take notice. What they then notice is 
that the very quality of their civilization may 
be reflected in their running sewage. And 
then, with their lives seemingly hanging in the 
balance. the people begin to insist on due 
accounting by the officials in whose care they 
have entrusted their health. 

That is what is now beginning to happen in 
Israel, a country that has been taking its high- 
ly civilized status too much for granted. 

The danger to the public’s health lurking in 
the absence of an adequate countrywide infra- 
structure for the removal and purification of 
sewage water, was observed in high places 
years ago. But no priority was granted to 
averting the danger. A National Sewage Pro- 
ject was inaugurated back in 1974, with a $75 
million loan from the World Bank earmarked 
for use during the following eight years. This 
was supplemented by $25 million in goverao- 
meat grants for localities. such as Jerusalem, 
not covered by the agreement with the bank. 
But the annual appropriations for the project 
made by the Treasury, modest as they were 
from the start, have lately been further erod- 
ed, In 1985 and 1986 they stood at a mere $7.5 
taillion. 

Even that little money was, hcwever, scan- 
dalously mishandled. The Interior Ministry. 
though chiefly responsible for implementation 
of the project, has had more important mat- 
ters to attend to, such as the upkeep of reli- 
gious institutions and the fight against a sports 
stadium in Jerusalem. In the absence of a full- 
time minister since the resignation from that 
post of Shas’s Rabbi Yitzhak Peretz, the min- 
istry has been formally in the charge of the 
Premier. Yitzhak Shamir, a wholly inactive 
“acting minister” whose mind has been almost 
exclusively elsewhere.

Questioned in the cabinet two weeks ago on 
the subject of polio and the sewage system, 
the ministry's brash director-general, Arye 
Der’i, put the blame on the ungodly virus that 
had “invaded” the sewers, and on heads of 
local authorities who, he said, had mishandled 
the sewage funds made available to them. 

That city mayors and local council heads 
have all too often put sewage funds, if they 
bothered at all to spend them, into more 
prestige-building projects such as parks, is 
indisputable. But they could only have done 
so because they were never taken to task, and 
certainly never penalized, for it by the Interior 
Ministry. Occasional warnings, none of them 
public, about the possible outcome of such 
dereliction of duty are said to have been is- 
sued to local authority chiefs by the Health 
Ministry. But since this ministry has no opera- 
tional authority in matters of sewage, the 
warnings could fearlessly be disregarded. 

The Water Commissioner, acting out of the 
Agriculture Ministry, which is another part- 
ner to the sewage project, has power to order 
factories to close down if their effluent is 
found to seep down and pollute the ground- 
water. Yesterday, however, the kindly Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, Arik Nehamkin, explained 
that such action was being taken most rarely, 
out of concern to manufacturers and their 
employees. Mr. Nehamkin is, needless to say, 
greatly interested in purifying sewage waters 
so they could be used by farmers for irriga- 
tion. But safeguarding the public’s health is 
plainly not his overriding concern. He will not 
be scared into revising his environmental phi- 
losophy, or the lack of it, by polio rearing its 
ugly viral head in Israel again. 

To be sure, there are graver threats to the 
wellbeing of Israelis than polio: road acci- 
dents, for example, and cigarettes, according 
to Prof. Joseph Melnick, one of the three 
foreign polio experts on whose advice the 
Health Ministry has decided to inoculate 
everyone under 40. But the gravest threat by 
far is posed by an ethic of public unaccount- 
ability that fails to pass the test of the sewer.

THERE CAN be no doubt that Is- 
rael should restore full diplomatic 
Telations with the USSR and other 
East European countries, and the 
sooner the better. Lack of diplomat- 
ic relations with these states is harm- 
ful for Israel from many points of 
view. However, it is strange to hear 
some. people describing pre-1967 
diplomatic relations with the USSR 
as a kind of lost paradise to which 
Israel should return, and alleging 
that the existing low-level relations 
are humiliating for Israel.

Don’t hesitate to cut long- 
stemmed flowers daily for indoor 
decoration. The picking will prolong 
the flowering season. If you do not 
pick the flowers, the plants produce 
seeds which are not worth collecting 
because they have been degenerat- 
ed by wild rari — flowers, 
transferred by wind and insects. 

The more flowers you cut each 
morning, the more you will find the 
following day. I adopted the sowing 
system of a specialist, Otto Steiner 
of Sdeb Warburg, who tanght me to 
sow sweet pea seeds in pairs in 
trenches four centimetres deep. The 
stems intertwine and become more 
wind resistant. Add some super- 
pI and minute quantities of 
powdered lime to the growing 
plants. Water freely during rainless 
periods. 


DURING October, roses will enjoy 
a second flowering whch will reach 
its height this month. All your roses 


—tea hybrids, climbers or miniatures 
~ will be grateful for a feeding with 
cow or chicken manure or a good

A LYNCH MOB works because

Individuals lose their identity 
in a lynch mob, but lynch mobs 
begin when the public, having 
lost faith in the duly authorita- 
tive institutions of their commu- 
nity, find it easier to have faith in 
someone they know and recog- 
nize, someone who in the half- 
ignorance of the street knows in- 
tuitively how to strum on the 
internal chords of hatred. 

In our society, the weave of 
democracy is manufactured from 
an unusual intensity of both the 
issues at stake and the emotions 
that are spawned by those issues. 
This results in ἃ fabric that is 
difficult to tear, but easily frays 
where it has been been wom 
down by the trampling feet of the 
mob.

What price 
Massada?

THE PRICES start at a cool $150 
and skyrocket to §350, $550 and 
$950. No, it's not season tickets for 
the opera, High Holyday seats at 
synagogue, or the annual fee for a 
health club. These are the ticket 
Prices for the “Musical Master- 
Pieces at Massada™ concert, featur- 
ing the Israel Philharmonic Orches- 
tra under the baton of Zubin Mehta. 
Scheduled to take place at the foot 
of Massada on Thursday night, the 
concert is billed as the closing event 
of the 40th anniversary celebrations 
of the State of Israel. 

At that price, who can afford to 
celebrate? 

Such tickets are well beyond the 
budget of the typical Israeli wage- 
earmer; not surprisingly, more than 
half of them have been purchased 
abroad. For whom is this event in- 
tended, anyway? If this trend con- 
tinues, the only people present at 
future events will be the ticket-tak- 
ers, the ushers and the car-park 
attendants. 

“It’s not really that outrageous,” 


said Rafi Aaron of Image Interna- 
tional, the firm responsible for the 
concert's public relations. “For ex- 
ample, tickets for the recent Vienna 
Philharmonic Orchestra concerts 
were NIS 120 shekels (about $80) 
but even so, they took place in a 
proper auditorium, whereas we had 
to build practically a whole city 
here. We constructed an acoustic 
shell, a stage, seating and backstage 
facilities. We even had to clear areas 
for parking Jots. 

“If the concert were to be repeat- 
ed, then it could have been turned 
into a money-making event, and the 
prices could have been lowered. But 
Keren Or, the organizers, decided 
on a once-in-a-lifetime occasion 
rather than a commercial venture - 
a historical moment in music 
history. 

“Actually, the production costs 
were kept down. Many people vol- 
uoteered their time and effort. 
Gregory Peck and Yves Montand 
are both appearing gratis, Aaron 
the passengers are young. 


Tt was hoped that Israel Televi- 
sion would carry it live, “which 
would have given everyone the op- 
portunity to see it, but they declined 
for technical reasons.” 

ITV managing director Haim Ya- 
vin stated that it was unfeasible to 
broadcast it, mostly for reasons of 
timing. “It is sandwiched between 
the Olympics and the elections,” he 
said. “But if it is carried by another 
network and the results are satisfac- 
tory, there is every possibility that 
we will do a delayed broadcast.” 

“In any case,” Aaron empha- 
sized, “Kol Yisrael radio will carry it 
live. Finally, remember that Keren 
Or, the event's sponsor, is a philan- 
thropic organization and that all 
profits will be channelled into other 
projects which will benefit the State 
of Israel.” 

The Keren Or organization, 
which finances the building of recre- 
ational and sports facilities at army 
bases, sponsored an all-star pop 
concert in the spring of 1987. °

that fuelled rumours of Mr McCart-

taken to signify that Pau! would 
have been “28 if” not for his untime- 
ly departure — has long gone, but the 
studios are still thriving. 

After Abbey Road, the bus beats 
a fairly hasty retreat to the starting 
point, by way of Harrods (inexplica- 
bly), Hyde Park (scene of the Roll- 
ing Stones’ free concert) and Green 
Park (where Madonna once went 
jogging!). 

The reference to Madonna, in- 
deed, is one of relatively few to the 
Post-Seventies musical era, which 
seems surprising given that many of 
the passengers are young. 

The lack of 80s input, combined 
with the maneuverability problems 
incumbent in riding by bus, may 
lead some visitors to attempt their 
own tour, on foot. If so, John Platt’s 
London's Rock Routes and David 
Bacon's The Beatles’ England are 
just two of several books they might 
find invaluable. The Beatles tome 
offers directions both to the Twick- 
enham street used as the Fab Four's 
home in Help, and the surviving 
central London stairwell in which 
they were photographed for the cov- 
er of their very first album, Please 
Please Me.

PRESTON TUCKER was a real-life American 
dreamer who challenged the auto giants of Detroit — 
by trying to create a car of the future. Tucker ulti- 
mately failed, but his dream lives on in Francis Ford 
Coppola's new film, Tucker, opening this Friday. ᾿ 

Tucker was a mechanical engineer who tock on Detroit | 
producing what he called “the first new car in 50 years. 
Tucker Torpedo. His car included what were revolutiona 
features for that time: disc brakes. fuel injection. 
aerodynamic styling, padded dash, pop-out wind- 
shield and a rear engine. Tucker succeeded in 
tuming out just 50 cars before his business col- 
lapsed, due to a fraud suit which may have been 
engineered by the major car manufacturers. Ironi- . 
cally, most of the innovations he introduced later 
became features in American cars. 

Tucker was made by Star Wars producer George 
Lucas, and the director of the The Godfather and 
Apocalypse Now, Francis Ford Coppola. Both own 
Tucker Torpedos and the film is a long-time dream 
project of Coppola’s. The director has been referred to 
as a Tucker of the film industry, who has repeatedly 
and sometimes unsuccessfully tried to buck the estab- 
lishment Hollywood studios with the innovative movie- 
making methods of his Zoetrope studios. 

“Tucker is about the difficulties of an individual entre- 
preneur trying to incorporate new ideas into the system.” 
says producer Lucas. According to Coppola. ‘Tucker's sto- 
ry reflects the hopes and dreams of America right after World 
War Two. when the sky was the limit and we all thought we 
were going to live in a world of abundance through technologi- 
cal innovation. What happens in this movie probably goes on 
every month of the year in this country.” 

The title role of Tucker is played by Jeff Bridges, a three- 
time Oscar-nominee for his roles in Starman. The Last Picture 
Show and Thunderbol and Lightfoot. Martin Landau (North 
By Northwest) and Frederic Forrest (Hammett) co-star a8 Tuck- 
er's business associates, and Broadway actress Joan Allen plays 
his supportive wife.

of Poland and Hungary, he pointed 
out, the renewal of ties with Israel 
was accompanied by closer relations 
between the Jewish community and 
Israel 


“This seems to be part of the ‘lib- 
eralization test’ that these regimes 
are subject to nowadays in the 


West,” said Beker. 

According to some reports, the 
condition of many Jewish historical 
monuments in Czechoslovakia is 
better than that of the Jewish com- 
munity itself.

U.S, SECRETARY of State 
George Shultz warned last week 
that the recent “loosening of Soviet 
emigration restrictions on Jews can 
change,” and urged Jewish leaders 
to “never let up in our efforts to help 
people leave.” 

Shultz was being honoured by the 
Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society 
(Hias) for his work on behalf of 
haman rights, and Jewish emigra- 
tion in particular. Shulz addressed 
about 270 people at a dinner in New 
York, at which he received the Hias 
1988 Liberty Award “for his deter- 
mined pursuit of freedom of emigra- 
tion for Soviet Jews.” 

Shultz said he accepted the award 
with a greater feeling of apprecia- 
tion than when he was honoured in 
1984 by the National Conference on 
Soviet Jewry. 3 ᾿ 

“I didn’t feel good about receiv- 
ing that award,” be said, “because 
our efforts up to that time had not 
been very successful. But I feel a lot 
better now. We have seen results in 
buman terms. ᾿ 

“Still, we must never let up our 
efforts to help people leave if they 
wish, or to live the kind of life they 
want to lead where they are. We 
have to keep working on it. It can 
change. So we must stay with it, and 
keep working.” 

The award was presented by Ben 
Zion Leuchter, president of Hias. 
He praised Shultz’s perseverance on 
behalf of Soviet Jews and all persons 
seeking human rights. Leuchter 
speculated how different world his- 
tory would have been, how different 
Jewish history would have been, “Ἢ 
this good and great. man had been 
secretary of state from 1937 to 
1945." 

He said there was “nothing in a 
manual for secretaries of state that 
directed George Shultz to concern 
himself with human rights in other 
lands. He had a few thousand other 


concems...he could have made ἃ 
few perfunctory waves in the direc- 
ton of human rights and let it go at 
that. But there was something in his 
character which did not permit him 
fo tolerate injustice.” 

_ Jacqueline Levine. Hias vice pres- 
ident. thanked Shultz for holding a 
seder last year at the U.S. Embassy 
in Moscow, where “he met with 
many refuseniks. We are indeed for- 
tunate to have such a remarkable 
and valiant leader.” 

SHULTZ, after hugging Levine, re- 
sponded that it was he who should 
thank the Jews for the opportunity 
to know the courageous refuseniks. 
“It's not so much that we help them. 
They help us fulfill ourselves as hu- 
man beings.” Shultz said. 

He repeated that his entire career 
as secretary of state was capped by 
the telephone call from Ida Nadel. 
who. having just arrived in Israel. 
called and told him. “I'm home.” 

Scanning the room, Shultz spoke 
warmly of Jewish leaders who had 
become his advisers und friends in 
their joint efforts for Soviet Jewry. 
He especially singled out Morris 
Abram, chairman of the National 
Conference on Soviet Jewry. whom 
he called “my rabbi." 

Shultz said of Jewish leaders, “we 
know each other, (rust each other, 
count on each other.”

Giving Gorbachev the benefit of the doubt 


DIASPORA. Jews do not wish to

‘ject not too long ago - is about to be 
produced is another indication of 
the change of emphasis sought by 
the Soviets. 


AS THEIR self-confidence grows, 
Soviet decision-makers do not seek 
to ban emigration, but rather to 
normalize aliya and keep it to the 
manageable proportions typical of 
aliya from Western countries. They 
probably realize that emigration to 
Israel, ἃ marginal phenomenon 
even today, can be further reduced 


if Jews can feel moderately com- 
fortable where they are, and have a 
modicum of confidence in their 
children’s future. 

Gorbachev can go further than 
the official tolerance of Hebrew 
and Judaica classes. A more struc- 
tured approach to Jewish culture in 
the USSR may be in the offing. 
One should not be surprised if a 
state-subsidized (and therefore 
mildly state-controlled) network of 
Jewish clubs makes its appearance. 
Some of them may have a more 
pronounced cultural content (stud- 
ies of Jewish history, Jewish law, 
Hebrew, afternoon or Sunday 
schools for children). Others, fol- 
lowing the pattern of most Jewish 
community centres in North and 
South America, may acquire a 
purely social character. They will 
provide a safe avenue for nominal 
Jewish identification which should 
satisfy most of the Soviet Jews who 
care about their Jewishness at all. 

At the same time, the growing 
minority of observant Jews can con- 
tinue to develop. Permits have been 
given for the restoration of ritual 
baths, and a kosher restaurant 
opened in Moscow. The Soviet gov- 
ernment can score further pomts by 
allowing a rabbinical college to 
open. This may belp provide Soviet 
Jews with locally trained religious 
leaders, the Soviet academic estab- 
tishment with young scholars capa- 
ble of exploring the immense riches 
of Judaica found in Soviet libraries 
and archives, and Western public 
opinion with yet another reassuring 
sign of perestroika. 


This is how the Soviet Jew may 
soon forfeit the dubious distinction 
of being the only recognized nation- 
ality in the USSR not to have 2 
legitimate cultural outlet. In short, 
a no ization of Soviet Jewish 
identity seems to be underway. 
While they understand that Juda- 
ism may in principle offer more sol- 
id reasons for aliya than the secular 
Zionism which animated thousands 
of Soviet Jews in the early 1970s, 
the new generation of Soviet deci- 
sion-makers is sufficiently worldly 
to realize that Judaic observance 
impedes neither allegiance nor pro- 
ductive contribution to society. 
SOME ISRAELI policies may also 
have a sobering effect on Soviet 
aliya. One is the introduction, at 
the request of Israel, of “direct 
flights” from the USSR to Israel - 
actually by way of Bucharest. This 
is meant to reduce the number of 
“drop-outs,” but it is likely to re- 
duce the number of Soviet Jews 
applying for an exit visa altogether. 

Another, admittedly paradoxi- 
cal, measure to moderate the at- 
tractiveness of aliya would be to 
open an office of the Jewish Agency 
in Moscow. Operating in concert 
with the Soviet authorities and 
staffed by Israelis, the office would 
be unlikely to prove a greater stim- 
alant of aliya than similar offices in 
Westem countries. 

The opening of a Jewish Agency 
office in the Soviet capital will im- 
mensely improve the Soviet image 
in the West, especially in the U.S., 
and will also gain the Soviets credit 


in Israel. At the same time, it may 
serve as a deterrent to aliya, partic- 
ularly if the would-be emigrants are 
Tealistically advised about employ- 
ment possibilities in Israel. 

Soviet Jews are mostly university 
educated, and many identify more 
with their work than with their 
roots. They will think twice about 
emigration if their professional fu- 
ture may be hampered by such a 
move. The Soviets have reportedly 
given permission to a few prospec- 
tive emigrants to the West to visit 
the country of their destination be- 
fore making the definitive move. In 
the same vein, the Soviets may al- 
low job-searching trips to Israel for 
prospective emigrants, some of 
whom, just as many American 
Jews, would then “‘postpone™ their 


ya. 
There is a new Soviet concern to 
see “their Jews leave with agree- 
able memories of their country.” 
There is no Soviet ambassador in 
Israel to address a festive meeting 
of Soviet olim, the way U.S. ambas- 
sadors often appear at meetings of 
the Association of Americans and 
Canadians in Israel, but visiting So- 
viet dance and song groups have 
to strengthen the cultural 
links so far maintained by means of 
books and television broadcasts 
from “the old country.” 
Dismissing, changes in Soviet 
Jewish policies with the usual scep- 
ticism is becoming counterproduc- 
tive. Rather one should give the 
Gorbachev administration the ben- 
efit of the doubt and test the limits 
of perestroika as it applies to Jews

and Jewish culture. It is also essen- 
tial not only to get ready for, but, 
perhaps, encourage new initiatives 
on the part of the Kremlin.

Gazans begin direct 
exports to the EC

TEL AVIV -- Gaza's citrus growers 
will start shipping fruit under their 
own brand name to Western Eu- 
Tope, from the beginning of next 
month. The Civil Administration in 
the Gaza Strip yesterday gave its 
authorization for these shipments. 

Hashem Ata Shawa, chairman of 
the Gaza Strip’s Citrus Producers’ 
Union told The Jerusalem Post they 
will export the goods under the 
name Gaza Products, the name they 
had used before Israel captured the 
Strip in 1967. 

‘The first shipments will consist of 
3,000 tons of grapefruit sent via 
Ashdod port to England and Hol- 
land. These shipments will be fol- 
lowed by deliveries of 3,000 tons of 
Shamuti and 10,000 tons of Valencia 
oranges. 


More jobs 
on offer 


, The demand for labour grew 10u 
in the second quarter of this year, 
compared with the first, according 
to the Manpower temporary em- 
ployment agency. A survey com- 
piled by the agency reported that 
61,000 jobs were on offer between 
April-July compared with around 
55,000 for the first three months of 
the year.

Koor’s Shemen loses NIS 4.2m 


Shemen Industries, a member of 
Koor’s food division, has reported 
tosses of NIS 4.2 million for the first 
six months of the year, an increase 
over the NIS 3.3m. loss registered in 
the same period last year. 

This downturn was explained 
mainly by a sharp increase in the 
company's financing expenses to 
NIS 2.3m. from NIS 800,000. [ts 
gross profits. however, were 1.5u 
higher this year at NIS 8m. 

The company’s sales jumped 69u 
during this period to NIS 87.6m. 
This large increase is explained by 
the fact that on January 1, Shemen 
merged with another Koor subsid- 
iary - Etz Hazayit - which also man- 
ufactures edible oils and detergents. 

Shemen said that in light of its 


losses, it intended to implement a 
wide-ranging recovery programme 
designed to improve efficiency and 
cut costs. As part of these measures, 
65 workers at the company will be 
dismissed by the end of the year. 

Tempo Beer Industries earned net 
profits of NIS 2.9m. in the January- 
June period, considerably lower 
than the NIS 6.4m. figure registered 
in the six months ending September 
1987. : 

The beverage producer blamed 
this fall in profitability on strict gov- 
emment price supervision. Its sales 
fell to NIS 73m. from NIS 94m. in 
last year’s six month period. 

Since the end of this accotnting 
period, Tempo has signed an agree- 
ment to finance the purchase of 2 
glassmaking oven for Koor's Phoe- 
nicia bottle factory in Yeruham.

Bank shares ’88 


Decision time has arrived 


Holders of bank shares covered 
by the “arrangement” have one 
week from today in which to make 
their first practical decision regard- 
ing what to do with their money - 
assuming they are intent on keeping 
it in a financial investment. This de- 
cision is whether to tell their bank or 
broker to redeem the shares, or 
whether not to do so, which means 
continuing to hold them after re- 
demption day on October 31. 

The deadline for this order is Oc- 
tober 18. To repeat: any bank-share 
holder who has not given a definite 
instruction saying “I want to redeem 
my shares” by this date, will end up 
retaining them. Conversely, if the 
order is given, the holder’s account 
will be credited and then he or she 
will have to decide between now and 
October31 what is to be done when 
the money comes. 

Today's column is concerned with 
analysing the pros and cons of hold- 
ing on to the shares. The first thing 
to be said in this regard is that there 
is no clear-cut yes/no answer to 
whether it is worth while keeping 
the shares.

Holders of dollar-linked bank 
shares have suffered mightily from 
this three-year long trend; by most 
estimates, the bank shares are worth 
30%-40%less in real terms today 
than they were five years ago, and 
about 50u less than in July 1985. 

However - and thi 


this cannot be 
stressed strongly enough - this re- 
cord has absolutely no bearing on 


whether to continue holding the 
Shares from now on. This decision, 
ἔξ all investment decisions, should 

based on future expectations, 
and past performance is only rele- 
vant to that insofar as it is a guide to 
the future.

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The dollar is unlikely to be as 
weak in the coming years as it has 
been in the past in overseas markets 
and, more pertinently, it is dubious 
whether the gap between local infla- 
tion and devaluation rates will be as 
large from now until 1991 as it has 
been in the 1985-88 period. If it is 
not, and certainly if there is a period 
of real devaluation, which is a possi- 
bility that should not be excluded, 
then dollar-linked investments are 
worthy of consideration. 

This is the background to the de- 
cision over boiding or dumping the 
bank shares. But the next important 
thing to note is that the terms of- 
fered by the Treasury for those 
electing to keep the bank shares are 
much better than they were in 1983. 
These terms involve three important 
factors: 

a) Dollar-linked yield: Instead of 
the near-zero interest that the origi- 
nal “arrangement” offered, the 
mark-two arrangement is paying a 
respectable rate of interest on the 
shares (which are really bonds, and 
should be thought of as such). 

The rate is fixed at 6.5u per an- 


num for the three year life of the 
bank shares, until their next re- 
demption, which has been fixed for 
October 1991. This interest is net, 
1.6. free of tax, and is the highest 
Teturn available for Israetis on a liq- 
uid doliar-linked investment. 

b) Index-linked “floor”: To as- 
suage fears of a possible repeat of 
the heavy real losses suffered by 
bank share holders in recent years, 
for the reasons noted above, the 
Treasury has also offered a built-in 
alternative route. This says that if, 
on maturity, it transpires that the 
consumer price index has risen by 
more than the dollar-linkage plus 
the accumulated interest in option 
a), the repayment will be on the 
basis of the index-linked value of the 
capital - but with no interest. Thus, 
the new-style bank shares offer a 
protection against a frozen ex- 


.change rate, at least in terms of as- 


suring the repayment of the real val- 
ue of the original investment. 

c) As noted, the bank shares will 
now be liquid, i.e. tradeable in the 
market. In 1983, many people chose 
to “block” their shares for four 
years, in return for a slightly higher 
yield. This proved to be a major 
mistake, because when the invest- 
ment climate changed in 1985 they 
were unable to sell-out and only got 
what was left of their real invest- 
ment in October last year. The fac- 
tor of liquidity, through having the 
bank shares traded in the market, 
can be very important to many 
investors. 

It is true that higher dollar-linked 
yields than those offered by the 
bank shares are available. via sav- 
ings-schemes offered by the banks, 


and that these also contain index- 
linked alternative routes - but they 
are not liquid. It therefore remains 
true, and is freely admitted by the 
banks, that the Treasury's offer is 
the best dollar-linked scheme avail- 
able - if the money must remain 
available at all times. 

The 6.5u rate is much better than 
that offered in patam dollar ac- 
counts, which also have the disad- 
vantage of being closed for a year at 
atime. But, for investors with access 
to patah free foreign currency ac- 
counts, this yield is not attractive 
since they can receive higher rates 
either on short-term bank deposits, 
or through of Eurobonds. 

The bottom line, therefore, is that 
retaining the barik shares until 1991, 
in line with the Treasury offer, has 
distinct but very limited advantages.

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Paul Wekesa: a Kenyan first

RAMAT HASHARON -- Kenyan 
Paul Wekesa, 21, is the first player 
from Black Africa to compete in the 
Riklis ITC Classic, whose begin- 
nings go back to 1978. 

After only one year on the pro- 
tennis circuit, Wekesa has already 
climbed to 1415: in the ATP world 
singles rankings, which includes 
some 1,100 players. During this 
time, he has beaten some half-dozen 
opponents ranked above him on the 
computer (the highest is American 
Jim Courier, 80th in the standings). 

However, this afternoon Paul 
faces the toughest challenge of his 
short career, when he takes on Cov- 
fier’s comptriot Aaron Krickstein, 
currently 19th in the standings. 
Krickstein, seeded second behind 
Brad Gilbert, has already won the 
event twice and is aiming to be the 
first man to take the singles title 
three times. 

“It's a hard draw, but think of all 
the bonus points I collect if I can win 
tomorrow,” the quiet-spoken We- 
kesa says with a smile during a 
Snatched interview here yesterday 
evening, prior to a workout with his 
regular doubles partner Roger 
Smith from the Bahamas. 

Wekesa started playing teanis when he 
was 10 in his native Nairobi, and quite 
soon he was Kenya's top junior. “Be- 
cause of British influence, the game is 
quite well developed our country, but it 
enjoys none of the popularity of soccer 
or athletics.

Oakland wins AL series in record four straight 


Triumph of 


OAKLAND, California (AP) ~ 
The Oakland Athletics, showing off 
the pitching and power that made 
them basebaii’s winningest team this 
season, completed a four-game 
sweep in the American League play- 
offs by beating the Boston Red Sox 
4-1 Sunday. 

Jose Canseco, the major league 
leader in home runs, tied an AL 
playoff record with his third home 
run of the series and Dennis Eckers- 
ley, the leader in saves, set a major 
league playoff mark with his fourth 
save as he finished a four-hitter for 
Dave Stewart and Rick Honeycutt. 

The Athletics returned to the 
World Series for the first time since 
1974. Game 1 will be Saturday night 
in either New York or Los Angeles. 

Oakland posted the first four- 
game sweep since 1976, when Cin- 
cinnati’s Big Red Machine rolled 
over the New York Yankees in the 
World Series. The Athletics also got 
some long-due revenge against Bos- 
ton, which swept Oakland out of the 
1975 playoffs and ended its run of 
three consecutive championships. 

The Athletics dominated Boston 
this year, gins 13-3 and winning afl 
eight in Oakland, giving them 15 
victories over the Red Sox in the last 
16 meetings in Oakland. 

Canseco, the major league home 
run leader with 42, hit a solo shot in 
the first inning and tied George 
Brett’s AL playoff record. Canseco 
has hit five home runs in 26 career 
at-bats against loser Bruce Hurst, 
including one in Game 1. 

Stewart made the early lead stand 
up, allowing only Jim Rice's RBI 
grounder in the sixth. Stewart left 
after Ellis Burks" lead-off single in 
the eighth and Honeycutt immedi- 
ately got Marty Barrett to ground 
into a double play. Eckersley 
pitched the ninth to get his fourth 
save in as many games. 

Dwight Evans, the only player on 
either team who participated in Bos- 
ton’s 1975 playoff victory over Oak- 
land, did not help the Red Sox. He 
struck out with the bases loaded to 
end the first inning and fanned with 
the tying run on second base to end 
the sixth. 

Oakland won an AL West-record 
104 games, one season after Minne- 
sota won the pennant with 85 vic- 
tories. The Athletics’ sweep marked 
for the first time since division play 
began in 1969 that two different AL 
‘West teams have gone to the World 
Series in successive years.

Treasury scores in debt recycling 


By PINHAS LANDAU 

The Treasury has scored its great- 
est successes to date in recycling ma- 
turing government debt, just as the 
massive $3.6 billion bank share “‘ar- 
rangement” redemption campaign 
moves into top gear. 

The most recent government 
bond issues have been sold at the 
lowest vields, or highest prices, 
achieved this decade, Treasury 
sources told The Jerusalem Post yes- 
terday. 

A “Sagiy™ series bond, with a six- 
year maturity, was sold at an index- 
linked yield of 3.93% on Sunday, 
while the 17-year maturity “Galil” 
series bond issued the same day 
fetched a yield of 4.9%. This was 
the first time that these issues had 
breached the 4% and 5% yield bar- 
tiers respectively. By comparison, 
earlier this year “Galil” series issues 
were being sold at yields of 5.2%- 
5.25%. 

Many capital market experts and 
fund managers had gone on record 
in late 1987 and early 1988 as ex- 
pecting yields to rise in the run-up to 
the bank share redemption due at 
the end of this month. But the Trea-

Egypt lowers 
oil price by $1 


CAIRO (AP) -- Egypt is selling its 
blends of export oil during the first 
half of October for a dollar per bar- 
rel less than September prices, but 
no official price has been set, an 
industry source said yesterday. 

For the first time in years, the Oil 

Ministry did not announce the price 
at which it would be selling crude oil 
this month. The indecision and news 
blackout on deliberations appeared 
to have been caused by tumbling 
prices and general disarray in the 
world oil market. 

The source, speaking on condi- 
tion that he not be identified, said 
that although the ministry's semi- 
monthly pricing committee had not 
officially set a new price for Oct. 1- 
15. the effective prices for all blends 
are a dollar less per barrel than Sep- 
tember levels.

In Gaza, two 17-year-olds were 
shot and wounded yesterday in a 
clash with a military patrol, local 
sources said. The IDF spokesman 
confirmed one injury by a plastic 
bullet, and said it followed “gather- 
ings” and “ disturbances” involving 
some 50 people. 

The curfews clamped on some 
300,000 residents were lifted yester- 
day morning and long lines of cars 
carried people to work in Israel.

West Bank schools 
Leaders of the Histadrut 
Teachers Union met yesterday 
with Defence Minister Rabin 
to ask him to reopen schools in 
Judea and Samaria. The minis- 
ter said that the schools were 
closed because they were hot- 
beds of disorder, unlike Gaza 
where even the most radical 
Moslem elements had agreed 
not to involve the schools. 
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The official vaccination of adults 
in schools and work places is to be- 
gin at the end of this week. 

Health Ministry officials yester- 
day told leaders of tourist groups 
that “there is absolutely no reason 
for panic or vaccinations.” Never- 
theless, because of reports that for- 
eigners are cancelling trips here and 
many of those already here are wor- 
tied, any foreign visitor who wants 
a vaccination can arrange to get it by 
calling the nearest district health of- 
fice, or the vaccination headquar- 
ters in Jerusalem (247 471). 

The officials noted angrily that 
tourists continue to go to Mexico, 
India and Egypt, where there are 
hundreds or thousands of cases of 


“polio each year. 


Prof. Avraham Morag of the Ha- 
dassah-University Medical Centre 
in Jerusalem and chairman of the 
ministry’s committee of experts on 
infectious diseases yesterday reas- 
sured pregnant women that the at- 
tenuated-virus Sabin vaccine is rec- 
ognized as “‘harmless™ for pregnant 
women and their fetuses.
